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1. In late September the Canton Air Force Command Headquarters, under the Central 
and South China Air Force Headquarters at Henkow, was the supreme air force 
organ in Canton. LI Chen-yang (dm 4H ) is the head of this headquarovrs 
and he is assisted by approximately 30 Soviet advisers, of whom Lo-ni~fu (2 
fi. %. ) is the chief adviser. Under this command are the Air Regiment, 
15 Air Battalion, 6 Searchlight Battalion, 1 Anti~Aircraft Battalion, ] 
Military Transport Battalion, 1 Air Force Supply Depot, and the Civil Aeronautics 
Bureau. A total of 1,000 flight and ground crew personnel are under this 
command, most of whom are graduates of the Chiamussu AViation School; 
the rest include graduates of Soviet aviation schools and former CNAC and 
CATC employees who defected to the Chinese Communists.
